the practical workings of what is known as the 
Married Woman's act of 1869, by which married

was made in Iowa, where, under the laws of that 
State, a married goman hada right to contract 
separately, and was liable to the extent of her 
separate property and earnings. The Court held 
that the woman should haye sued under the 
laws of this State, which also declare 
a married woman's right to separate earnings 
and her individual liability under a contract. 
Another case illustrated more clearly the opera- 
tion of the present law as compared to the law 
previous to the enactment of the statute of 
1869, A woman was made party to a suit for 
the recovery of a debt from her husband, and it 
erty that she held in her name which was in 
reality her husband's, all prior to the act of 1869, 
must be held as belonging to her husband and 
liable for his debts. This decision serves to show 
what a radical change was made in the condition 
of a married woman's estate in the eyes of the 
law by the passage of the statute of 1869. 


$8 PRINCETON CONVENTION. 

The Convention which has been called for the 
purpose of nominating & candidate for Supreme 
Judge in opposition to Judge Lawrence is to 
meet to-morrow at Princeton,at 2p.m. This 
Convention is of a peculiar character. It was 
projected in response to a class sentiment that 
was founded, as has since been confessed by 
many who paftook of it at one time, on a misap- 
prehension. It was rumored throughout, the 
State, before the publication of the Supreme 
Court opinion in the St. Louis & Alton case, 
that the decision was adverse to the interests of 
the public and in favor of railroad extortion and 
discrimination. This rumor was circulated at 
a time when the whole people, and the 
farmers in particular, were in & state 
of great excitement over railroad monopoly and 
tyranny, and when they were ready to resent 
a Toutrance any expression that was susceptible 
of a construction favorable to the railroad inter- 
est. The rumor was readily accepted as true. 
Btate Senators, local ieaders of the farmers who 
were honest, and demagogues whe were dis- 
honest, took it up and paraded it before the 
public in letters and speeches, fanning the latent 
heat of the excitement into 2 flame. Though 
the decision came from the entire Supreme 
Bench, Chief Justice Lawrence was held person- 
ally responsible, for two reasons: 1. Because he 
had delivered the opinion which was construed 
to be so objectionable; and 2. Because 
the first vacancy on the Supreme Bench 
ecoutred in his district, and thus offered 
the first opportunity, for the proposed “ rever- 
sal.” A convention was then decided upon, to 
‘be held at Princeton, April 30. The events that 
led to its convocation show that it was projected

Had 
Judge Lawrence been guilty of any judicial act 
calculated to impair the dignity and trustworthi- 
ness of the Supreme Bench, there is little doubt 
that such a movement would have been heralded 
throughout the whole State as just and proper, 
and would have attracted the co-operation of all 
men interested in maintaining the high standing 
of the court of last resort in this State.

This much has been openly 
acknowledged by the Legislature in session at 
Springfield, by many of the leaders in the farm- 
ers’ movement, by the mass convention of farm- 
ers which met at Springfield, by several of the 
local farmers’ meetings in various counties, and 
by every man and every assembly that 
have read the opinion of the Court, and 
honestly reviewed the causes and ef- 
fects of it.

Monticello on the 15th inst., is illustrative of the 
change. It was there resolved that the Supreme 
Court decision in the Alton case was “the only 
one that was possible under the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States,” and the 
Convention added: “We deem it but justice to 
ourselves, aa well to our Supreme!

In declining 
it, he made a statement to which the Princeton 
Convention will do well to give ita earnest con- 
sideration. “I think,” says Judge Leland, 
“that any body of men, whether lawyers or 
farmers, has the right to express a preference 
for any person who could, with propriety, be a 
candidate for a place on the Bench, provided 
they ask nothing of him, and expect nothing of 
him, except that he will declare what he honestly 
believes to be the law, regardless of popular 
clamor, and of all consequences personal to him- 
self.” This is a very different purpose from that 
for which the Princaton Convention was origi- 
nally called. If this Convention shall 
adhere to its original purpose of nomi- 
nating a class candidate, who shall virtually 
commit himself to any interest regardless of the 
law, it will be simply impossible for it to find 8 
proper man who will accept the nomination, If 
the genuine sentiment of the farmers of honesty 
and intelligence could be expressed in this Con- 
vention, it would undoubtedly indorse the Su- 
preme Court as it now stands, and adjourn with- 
out nominating, or it would approve the candi- 
dature of Judge Lawrence. If the perverse 
course of putting up a class candidate shall pre- 
vail, there will be no other result from it than a 
pernicious precedent, not likely, however, to be 
followed again—of endeavoring to predetermine 
the judicial action of a Supreme Court Judge. 


THE VIENNA SCANDAL. 

The first reports which came to this country 
concerning corruptions in the American De- 
partment of the Vionna Exposition, and which 
the public were loth to believe, seem to be more 
than confirmed by the subsequent dispatches. 
It would seem that it is literally impossible that 
the Administration can engage in any transac- 
tion, where money is involved, without its re- 
sulting in corruption. It also shows how hope- 
less it is to expect that any department of the 
Administration can be kept clean so long as 
ascertained corruption is tolerated and reward- 
ed in the highest. quarters. Here was & 
case in which it was eminently desirable 
that the interests of the United States 
should be administered honestly and faith- 
fully, not only that the artisans, artiste, 
and merchants of this country might enter into 
the world’s liste and compete for the prizes of 
excellence without prejudice, but also because 
the United States at this Exposition would stand 
side by side with the rulers and people of all na- 
tions, and any breach of good faith or unbecom- 
ing conduct would be a disgrace 80 public that 
it could never be forgotten, —a stain upon the na- 
tional honor and good name which could never 
be erased. The occasion was one of the most 
honorabie character, likewise the position of Com- 
missioner, and it wes supposed that honest and 
capable men had been designated to represent the 
Government in this peaceful contest in the great 
field of the arts, sciences, and commerce. It 
was not long, however, before it was discovered 
that there were some small amounts of money 
to be made by the practice of sharp tricks and 
financial scullduggery, of the character which 
prevails at country musters and circus side- 
shows, and it appears that the men small and 
mean enough to engage in this disreputable 
huckstering were not wanting. First, the As- 
sist Commissionerships were discovered to be in 


posed of to privileged parties. Lastly, the 
gun-makers, sewing-machine makers, and some 
other large corporations managed to get Com- 
missioners appointed in their special interests. 
As the the time for the opening of the Exposi- 
tion drew nigh, it became impossible to conceal 
these corrupt practices, and the fact became 
public that the interests of the American ex- 
hibitors were in the hands of a set of merciless 
sharpers and scoundrels, to whom they must 
pay blackmail if they hoped to have any advan- 
tageous position in the American Department. 
The American Minister at Vienna, as soon 
as he became cognizant of these dis- 
graceful circumstances, promptly suspend- 
ed the Oommissioners and laid the facts 
before the State Department. The Department 
indorsed his action, and has appointeda new 
Board of Commissioners to act temporarily until 
the charges can he officially investigated, and a 
permanent Board appointed. There is no testi- 
mony yet to show that Gen. Van Buren, the 
United States Commissioner-in-Chief, is directly 
concerned in these corruptions, although he 
must labor under such an imputation until he 
can clear himself. He is to a*certain extent re- 
sponsible for the action of his subordinates, and, 
if these corrupt practices were erried 
on without his knowledge, then, to say 
the least, he is guilty of gross care- 
lessness and remissriess of duty. There 
is one fact, however, which is to be taken into 
account, in estimating Gen. Van Buren's ac- 
countability, and which is characteristic of the 
of a political character in the appointment of 
the Commissioners, the public has supposed all 
along that they were selected on account of their 
ability to fill the positions, and to reflect some 
credit upon the country to which they unfor- 


Van Buren’s appointment, he made out a list of 
the gentlemen whom he desired as assist- 
ants, and sent it to the State Depart- 
Administration, however, had influence 
enough to cause the rejection of the list, and to 
get their personal friends appointed. When this 
was done, Gen. Yan Buren openly declared he 
would not be responsible for them. Even under 
these circumstances, however, he is not alto- 
gether without blame. When the Administra- 


tion appointed politicians on his staff, it was 


equivalent to a formal notification to him that 
stealing would commence as soon us they ar- 
rived on the ground; and, in connection with 
the American Minister, he should have been on 
the alert to check it at the very outset, and thus 
have saved the country from the disgrace which 
has been fastened upon it. 

The results of all this miserable business are, 
that the American Department is in a Complete 
muddle ; that the list of American exhibitors 
and the allotments of space to themare not 
forthcoming ; that the new Board of Commis- 
sioners can do nothing, as they are hampered by 
the old Board, who deny the right of he Minister 
at Vienna to suspend them ; that the people and 
press of Vienna are disgusted with Americans 
generally; and that the Amerivan name has 
suffered an indelible disgrace. There is a grim 
sort of humor in the statement of 
the Vienna Free Press, after it was found 
that the money was accepted by the Commis- 
sioners on pretext of building a model school- 
house: Thy thus exhibit the fruits of that in- 
stitution.” It is a bitter joke, however; a joke 
which will make every American in Vienna, who 
has any self-respect, hang his head in shame. 
The disgraceful scandal is now the common talk 
in London, Vienna, Paris, and Berlin. The die- 
gust of Europeans will be harder for a sensitive 
American to face than a city full of sporadic 
cholera. It is bad enough to indulge our cor- 
ruptions at home, but to attend a festival of all 
our neighbors, and take them with us, and open- 
iy flaunt them in their faces, is simply intoler- 
able. 

THE GOVERNORS’ MEETING. 
Gov. Smith, of Georgia, has issued an invita- 


tion tothe Governors of all the Western States to 


meet at Atlanta, on the 20th of May, to consider 
the propriety of regulating the commerce of the 
country. The particular scheme Which at this 
time ocoupies the minds of some persons in 
Georgia is, that there is a number of citizens 
who have organized a Canal Company, and this 
Canal Company proposes to establish a water- 
route from the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, by 
way of the Tennessee River, tothe ocean. When 
the head of that river is reached, which is to be 
done by placing dams and locks upon the upper 
sections of it, the canal-boat which left 
St. Paul or Pittsburgh will find itself 
at Guntersville, in the northern part of 
the State of Alabama. This Company proposes 
to construct from that point one canal leading 
to the Coosa River, at Rome, Ga., which, when 
that river is sufficiently doctored by dams and 
locks, will enable the boats to descend to Mont- 
gomery, where the Coosa, uniting with the Talia- 
poosa, becomes the Alabama River, and thence 
by the latter river until the Alabama, by 
ite junction with the Tombigbee, becomes the 
Mobile River, and thence to Mobile Bay. The 
Company proposes to act fairly, so as to give 
shippers of grain a choice of routes, and there- 
fore has a second eanal from Guntersville, Ala., 
to the Etowa River, by which stream, locked and 
dammed, and another canal, a boat may be passed 
to the Ocmulgee River ; descending this stream 
200 or 300 miles, it will reach the Altamaha River, 
and thence in time reach the Atlantic Ocean. 
The Company report that in this route of 1,300 
miles, from the mouth of the Tennessee River 
on the Ohio to the coast of Georgia, and of the 
600 more miles for the branch to Mobile, they 
will only have to construct about 500 miles of 
canal and slackwater navigation. They are will- 
ing to build this canal or canal, and to lock and 
dam all the mountain streams of Alabama and 
Georgia, dig out the muscle-shoals of the Ten- 
messee River, and guarantee an abundance of 
water in all the rivers during the dry season,— 
all to furnish their countrymen and friends of 
the Northwest with a cheap water-route to the 
ocean from the head-waters of the Missouri, 
Mississippi, and Ohio Rivers. The Governor of 
Georgia writes his brother Governors from all 
parts of the country to examine this scheme of 
the patriotic Canal Company of Georgia, and to 
unite in commending it to the applause of a

water-routes to the ocean has not got a cent of 
money, nor can it borrow any. The Company is 
aware, however, that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has a number of plates for bonds, and that, 
if he was authorized to do so, nothing would be 
more easy than to print off an edition, say of 
$100,000,000, and lend them to the Company.

While the question of the cost of grain trans- 
portation by rail is attracting so much attention, 
the following letier, published in the New Or- 
leans Picayune of April 23, may have some inter- 
est as showing what corn sent by the Mississippi 
River is worth in New Orleans: 

New April 22, 1873, 
To the Editor of the Picayune : 

In this morning’s paper you say more elevator room 
is needed here, and call on merchants to subscribe to 
build more, which would be all very proper, provided 
shippers gould get away what is here already. What 
we need is ships to take our grain sway, and 
our merchants should exert themselves to call 
ships by providing more water over the bar, and push 
forward the Fort St. Philip Canal, so that ships could 
lead down to twenty-five feet. Dealers well under- 
stand this is no port to stow away large quantities of 
grain, as such accumulation would only tend to drive 
freights up to fabulous prices like what the Memphis 
is getting for 60,000 bushels to-day (twenty pence), 
which, with primage as exchange, amounts to more 
than 50 cents per bushel in our currency—more than 
88 worth here to-day by 6 cents per 


It will be seen that ocean freights at New 
Orleans are 50 cents per bushel for grain. The 
cause isa scarcity of steamships. The United 
States, with a foreign commerce increasing every 
year, have not a steamer afloat on the ocean ; 
and Congress will not repeal or reduce the taxes 
which prohibit their being built, nor will it re- 
peal the laws prohibiting the purehase of foreign- 
built vessels. Ocean freights from New York 
have advanced dyring the last six months, and 
the reason is the want of vesdels. No other coun- 
try in the world has been so blessed with all the 
materials for ship-building, and no other country 
is so cursed with legislation forbidding the use | 
of such materials for that purpose.
